S.O. 3340. — Whereas the Election Commission ia satisfied

the People Act, 1951, and the Rule made thereunder; 

And whereas, the said candidate even after the due notice 
has not given any reason or explanation for the faiure and 
the Election Commission is satisfied that he has no good 
reason or justification for such failure; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of section lOA of the said 
Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the said Shri 
M. R. Mukherjee to be disqualified for being chosen as, and 
for being, a member of either House of Parliament or of 
the Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State 
for a period of three years from the date of this order.

1. UNSOLD PRICED PUBLICATIONS— 

S.O. 3370, ^Out of 74,639 copies of priced publrcations printed and received in the Publication Department during the years 1958-59 

to 1969-70. 47,376 copies valued at Rs. 3 .20 lakhs were lying unsold in December, 1971 . Year-wise breakup of the number of books 

-published and the number sold i^ given in Annexuro ‘P, 
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Cost of printing of these books could not be intimated by the Publication Department The Deparlment stated (December, 
J 971 ) that a comraittoD was ocmg constituted to frame rules covering policy of the University regarding printing and sale of these books 


1. STOCK VERIFICATION— 

(a) Physical veriflcation of stock in each department of the University is to be conducted once a year. Such vciiflcatlon was not 
carried oat in 70 (out of 126) departments during 1970-71 Of those, in 37^departments physical verification has not been conducted since 
1963-69 and in 27 doptrtra'’'its since 1969-70. The matter has been taken up with the Personnel and Productivity Organisation, Bombay, 
for stud) ing the causes for non-verification of stock m such a large number of departments and to suggest remedial measures 

(b) Annual pryilcal v-rification of books in the (Central Library (having 2,05,118 books on 31st March, 1972) was last conducted 
In 1967-68 In 16 dcpai tniental libraries (containing 1,48,075 books on 31st March, 1972) and departmental libraries (containing 37,796 
books on 31st March. 1972) the annual physical verification was last conducted m 1966 67 and 1967-68 respectively In the remaining 9 
departmental libraries (containing 43,094 books on 3l3t March, 1972), esiablishsd between 1927-28 and 1970-71, no physical verification 
has been earned out. 

Out of 12 400 books, costing Rs I 21 lakhs, found short on physical verification In thj aforesaid libraries, 2,639 books have so 
far (Decembit. 1971) been traced leaving a balance of 9,761 missing books The Library Committee recommended in May, 1970 
write off of 2,875 books costing Rs. 28,750. 

3. UNADJUSTED ADVANCES— 

Detailed accounts/adjustment vouchcis have not been furnished so far (Docember, 1971) by various university officers and depart- 
ments to whom Rs 31 59 lakhs were paid as advances during 1952-53 to 1970-71 for taking delivery of Railwat consignment and V.P Ps, 
/payments of customs duty for machines and equipment purchased, payment of travelling allowance to examiners and meeting travel’ 
expenses on tour and project work of the students and teachers, etc.

The University stated (January, 1972) that a cell had boon formed In November, 1971 for clearance of these outstanding advances 
Severe restrictions were also imposed from October, 1971 on sanctions of ftesh advances. 

4 BANK RECONCILIATION— 

Reconciliation between the bank balances and the University cash balances is icquired to be done monti Jy Such reconcihaiion 
has been completed (December, 1971) upto Mtrch, 1971 only and shows a not difference of Rs. 26,32,070. This difference includes 
Rs. 12,69,404 pertaining to the period 1959-60 to 1970-71 shown by the University as ‘Remittances in traiijlt'. Out of this difference, 
Rs, 9,49,425 52 shown in the University Cash Book as remitted to bank between 17th March,’1971 to 31st March 1971, was credited in 
the Bank account after March, 1971. The University stated (September, 1972) that steps were being taken to reconcile the remaining 
discrepancies and necessary adjustments would be made while closing the accounts for 1971-72. 

5 SCHOLARSHIP ACCOUNTS- 

For amounts received from various sources for payment of scholarships, a separate cash bo jk is maintained These amounts 
are kept in a bank account separate from the bank account for funds of the University Reconcihatlon between the balances in the 
separate bank account and the cash book maintained for the Scholarships Is required to be done monthly This reconciliation was done 
upto December, 1966 only when there was no difftrence between the cash book balance and the bank balance Thereafter, neither bala- 
nce) hive been struck m the cash book nor any reconciliation done between the cash book and the bank balances 

Ledg'T accounts showing scholarship money received, disbursed and the balances m hand in respect of individual scholars are 
required to be maintained Balances have not been struck periodically in these Individual lodger accounts The undisbursed amounts 
IS per these ledger accounts could not, therefore, be worked out for verification with the balance In the cash book,

following matter of dispute for adjudication to the Tribunal : 

MATTER OF DISPUTE 

"Whether the action of the management of Reserve 
Bank of India, Kanpur in placing Shri B. P. Sri- 
vastava, Clerk Grade I under suspension from 
the 22nd June, 1970 to the 9th July, 1971 and 
inflicting a penalty of reduction of his pay by four 
' stages is justified 7 If not, to what rebef, is he 

entitled T 

2, The workman B. P. Srivastava was employed as Clerk 
Grade 1 in the Kanpur Branch of the Reserve Bank of 
India and the case of the Bank was that on 22-6-1970, at 
about 2.15 p.m., he grossly misbehaved with the Manager 
and thereby committed breach of discipline for which ho 
could be dismissed under regulation 47 of the Reserve Bank 
of India (Staff) Regulations, 1948. Soon after the incident 
the Manager obtained the statements in writing of A. C. 
Verma^ Staff Officer attached to medical section, K. R O. 
Miidaliar, Personnal Officer, A. N. Misra, the acting Care- 
taker and K. L. Rohtagi about the incident and passed an 
order placing B. P. Srivastava under suspension with effect 
from the close of the business on 22nd June, 1970. Under 
the Staff Regulations the Manager had the authority to sus- 
pend, chargeshect and to take disciplinary action against 
B. P. Srivastava but as the Manager was personally involved 
in the incident, therefore, he referred the matter to the 
Chief Manager who by the order Ex. E-25, dated July 6, 
1970, approved the order of suspension and directed that 
the workman would continue to be under suspension pending 
the completion of the disciplinary proceedings proposed to 
be instituted against him. In this order it was also said 
that during the period of suspension, the workman shall 
receive subsistence allowance equal to his substantive pay 
plus 25 per cent of the substantive pay in terms of paragraph 
144 of the Aiyer Award. The chargesheeet of which Ex. 
E-27 is the office copy, was framed by the Chief Manager 
on July 6, 1970 and was served on the workman in the 
middle of July 1970. He was required to submit his ex- 
planation by 22nd July, 1970 and the time was probably 
extended and the explanation Ex. E-6 dated 1st August, 
1970 was sent by post and was received in the Central 
Office of the Bank at Bombay on 3rd August. In this ex- 
planation all that he said about the alleged incident of 
22nd June was "I hereby deny all the allegation made against 
me in the above memorandum.” The Chief Manager, being 


not satisfied with the explanation, appointed Sri S. K. GhCl«k> 
enquiry officer. Reserve Bank of India, Central Office, as 
Enquiry Officer to hold an enquiry. This order is Ex. E-7 
dated August 14, 1970 and Ex. E-8 dated 3rd September, 

1970 shows that the workrnan requested that “..... a 

copy of the original complaint (on the basis of which the 
chargeshect has been issued) along with the names and state- 
ments of bank's witnesses ” be supplied to him 

and Ex. E-29 dated 27th October, 1970 shows that copies 
of the complaint and the statements were supplied and on 
16th November, 1970 he was also informed that if he wishes 
to bo defended by a representative of any registered trade 
union of the Reserve Bank Employees, he should intimate 
Ws name by 9th November, 1970. 

3. The time for submitting the name of the representative 
was subsequently extended and the date fixed for enquiry 
was cancelled at the request of the workman and Ex. E-10, 
dated 14th November, 1970, shows that the workman 
requested the Chief Manager that the copies of the docu- 
ments mentioned in Ex. E-10 may be supplied to him. This 
request of his was turned down by the Chief Manager by 
the order dated 24-11-1970. A further application Ex. E-11 
was submitted by the workman on 25th November, 1970 
and this apnlicatlon was also rejected by the Chief Manager 
and Ex. E-12 shows that on 2nd December, 1970 the work- 
man nominated Ft. Shri Kant Bhushan, Advocate, Kanpur, 
who was the President of the Reserve Bank Workers Asso- 
ciation. Kanpur, as his representative to defend him. Ex. 
E-13 dated 9th December, 1970 shows that the workman 
again demanded some documents and some information from 
the Chief Manager and Ex. E-32 dated 19th December, 
1970 shows that this application of the workman was also 
rejected by the Chief Manager. 

4. Thereafter 15th January, 1971 was fixed for conducting 
the enquiry and the enquiry commenced on that date In 
presence of the workman and he was represented by his 
chosen representative Pt, Shri Kant Bhushan. The enquiry 
was conducted from day to day and concluded on 21st Janu- 
ary, 1971. The Bank examined the Manager P, R. Nanfiia, 
the Personnel Officer P. R. G. Mudatiar and the acting 
Caretaker A. N, Misra and then closed its case and there, 
after the workman examined two witnesses, G. P. Saxena 
and G. L. Srivastava, and then examined himself in defence. 
Each witnesses of the Bank was cross examined at length by 
the workman’s representative and the workman’s witnesses 
and the workman were cross examined by the enquiry officer 
himself. After the statement of the witnesses had been 
recorded the workman was pVen the option of submitting 
he arguments orally or in writing and he preferred the latter 
course and was allowed to file written arguments by 27th 
Jan. but this time was subsequently extended at his request 
and he filed the wiitten arguments On 9-2-71 and the en- 
quiry officer submitted his report Ex. £-14 on 20tb March 
1970, 

5. The enquiry officer held that the charge of misconduct 
was proved against Srivastava and his report was considered 
by the Chief Manager and he passed the order Ex. E-16 
on 18-6-1971, He agreed with the conclusions arrived at 
by the enquiry officer and as for the penalty to be Imposed, 
he, for the reasons given in the order, was inclined to take 
the view that Srivastava should be dismissed but, having 
regard to some extenuating circumstances mentioned in the 

order, he felt that " the ends of justice will be met if 

Shri SrivBstava’s pay is reduced by four stages from the date 
of passing the final order in his case, the reduction having the 
effect of postponing his future incremets." A copy of this order 
was served on Srivastava and he was called upon to show 
cause against the action proposed to be taken against him and 
on 1st July, 1971 Srivastava submitted the application Ex. E-l? 
requesting that he be given a month’s time to submit his 
reoresentation and that he be reinstated and time was given 
to him and he was reinstated by the order Ex. E-18 dated 
9-7-1971. Srivastava submitted his representative and the 
entire matter was considered afresh by the Chief Manager 
and he passed the order Ex. E-I9 on 18-11-197], He 
recorded his satisfaction that the charge of misconduct was 
proved against Srivastava and that the punishment propo.sed 
by him was suitable and passed the final order accordingly. 
Srivastava appealed but his appeal was rejected on 27-4-1972 
by the Deputy Governor of the Reserve Bank of India. 
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6 The case of the employer is that a serious misconduct, 
for which he could be dismissed, was committed by Sri- 
vast.iva that a fan and propel enquiry was held and the 
charge of misconduct was proved, that " lenient view was 
taken in imnosing the penalty and that thereiore, its action 
was justified 

7 Siivasta\a in an aigumemauve written statement and 
icjc >’uer denied that the alleged misconduct was committed 
by t-.i'f He was the Secretary of the Reseive Bank Workers 
Organisat on which was not recognised by the bank and the 
latter lecognised the Reserve Bank of India Employees As- 
sociation and the case of Srivastava was that some office 
bearers of the Association prevailed upon the Manager to 
make false allegations against him This plea was taken 
by him in the enquiry also but was rejected by the enquiry 
officer He further pleaded that there was no fair and porper 
enquiry and he was denied the opportunity of properly 
defending himselt Some other pleas have also been taken 
by him and they shall be mentioned presently As for his 
suspension he has pleaded that it was unnecessary and mi 
justified and was malafide 

8 On the pleadings of the pailies tie tollowing additional 
issue was framed. — 

(Ij Whether the penalty was imposed on ihe workman

FINIDINGS

11 The next submission of Srivastava, representatne was 
that Sn S K Ghosh could not be appointed enquiry officer 
under the Regulattona Regulation 4/ (3) provides

gated m case the cn.pi 'yi ^amst whom proceed- 
ings are taken is an ofli-c to the Manager and

ano the coin ntion was th it theic was nothing in the evid 
ence !e show that Sri S F Ghosh w is Class 1 Officer 
of the Bank The employei’s represenlativc contended, and 
in my opinion rightly that thr plea w is not taken by Sri- 
1 " V r li I in th wntien statement or in the rejoinder 
anit tfie-efore it was nor at a!' necrssa'v for the bank to 
prove that Sn S K Ghosh was a Class I Officer of the Bank. 
In the order apromling Sn S k Ghosh as enqiiiiy officer 
he \vas described as enquii'V officei Reserie Bank of India 
and presumably he was i Class I Officer and as Srivastava 
did not plead that Sn S K Ghosh was not a Class I Offi- 
cer, therefore it was not open to him to maintain that Sn 
S K Ghosh could not be appo ntc 1 cnqiiiiy officei It was 
also significant that no such objection was taken by him 

in GJ/74—8 


when Sn S K Cihosh was appoint d enquiiy officei I, 
therefore, reject the contention that Sn S K Ghosh could 
not be appointed enquiry OiIi..ci 

12 Now before i examine tlie question vvhether the en- 
quiiy was conducted iauly and piopcrU, I may state what 
the ch, ige age list S na, a a was in tfi’ chaig^sficet it was 
said that on 2Znd Julv, 1970, at about 2 15 pm. the mana-

that he had come toi the spevific pu.pcsc of understanding 
their problems and that it was not possible to provide seat 
for each and eveiy employee if so many employees visited 
the dispensary at the same time bin astava was one of 
the patients and he was standing close bv and he si irted 
talking to th- Managei in a \eiy o icn,i\c mannci Sn Sri- 
vastava told the Managei that tne Restive Bank was a na-

the B M O ’s cb miber Soni’ people 1 ahowc 1 him but be- 
cause I was not in a position to walk, nor there was any 
need for my going inside, because I had said what I had 
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to say, I remained in the waJtJng hall. After the Manager 
had gone into the B.M.O.’s ehamber, the Personnel Officer 
stayed outside and he talked to me aim aiying JDont wony, 
we are arranging for the benches' and he talked to others 
also Sarvshri P. R. Bhattachaiya and K, N. Siivastava had 
also iciahed oy that lime J hey also talked lo the Per- 
sonnel Olilcer. It did not take more than 2/J minutes 
when the Manager came out of the W M.O. s Chambi i and 
then taking I hi Persoiinel Offieei along v.'ilh him, he left 
the hall. Saivshii P. «. Bhatmeharyva and tv. N hnvas- 
tava, President and .ticmb^r of the local Rci.cive Bank, of 
India hmployees’ Association, respectively, followed the 
Manager." 

13. The enquiry Officer, as 1 have alieady said, icjccicd 
the case or Srivastava and held that the allegations made 
against him in the chargesheet were fully proved In paras 
23 and 24 of the wnticn statement drivasKua pleaded that 
the copy of the complaint on the basis ol which the ch.uge- 
sheet was issued was not supplied to him along with chatge 
sheet and thus he was deprived of the opportunily of sub- 
mitting a complete explanation at the eailied opportunity, 
but there n no substance in this Pica. It was not at ajl 
ncccssaiy to supply copies of the complaint etc. to Sri- 
vastava along with the chargesheet. fho facts were fully 
stated m the chargesheet itself and thus Srivastava had Iho 
full oppoilunity of submitting his explanation and, iheie- 
fore, I sec no substance in this plea. 

14. The next submission of Siivastava's representative was 
that the enquiry officer acted as a proseciitcr and not .is 
an enquiry officer. This assertion is based on the fact that 
the Bank was represented befoie the enquiry officer by any 
one and the bank's witnesses wcie examined and Srivastava 
and his wiinesscs were cross examined by the enquiry offi- 
cer himself, I see nothing wrong in this procedure. The en- 
quiry officer had to ascertain whether the allegations in the 
ehaigosheet were tiue and, thcicfore, he could examine the 
wltnvs 1 wl’o w^ii '■'it )u lum by llic Batik for gi' mg evid- 
ence. A list of witnesses to be examined by the Bank had 
bo_n furnished to Siivadava and ihvsc w'iinesses weie «x.i- 
mhicd by the enquiry oflicer. I have gone through the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the B.ink and I find that no 
leading questions weie put to any of them by the enquiry 
ofliccr and Srivastavd's lepresentative W'as given full oppor- 
tunity lo Cl OSS examine them. After recording the state- 
ments of the Bank’s witnesses Ihc enquiry officer gave an 
opportunity to Siivastava to examine vyitnesses in defence 
and Srivastava examined two witnesses and then himself 
gave evidence In defence. All the tlnec vveie cross exa- 
mined by the enquiry officer and this be could certainly ilo 
in Older to asccitain the facts .and icnch a cortect conclu- 
sion. 1, th-rrfoi , see nothing W'long In the procedure 
adopted by the enquiry officer. The enquiry commenced 
before the enquiry officer on 15th Jan.U'71 and the enquiry 
proceedings shov/ that Srivastava's icpresrnt 'ti''e requested 
that if the bank wanted to lely on some documents, copies 
of those doenmento may be furnished to hi n and he was 
told that no documents on the side of the Bank would bo 
foithcommg. dh’ ciiqii'iy proceedings diov.' that Srn'csl.iv.i 
was cross examined by the enquiry officer with reference to 
two documents. One of them was an application address 
cd by Sii’.uiava m the Moiuiaer on 23rd June 1970 and the 
second was a circular in Hindi dated 24th June 1970 issued 
by the Organization of which Srivaslav.i was the General 
Secretary. Srivastava as W.W.l stated "Circular dated 
24-6-70 and letter dated 23-6-70 were produced by the 
enquiry officer during my cross examination and I do not 
know how the enquiry officer obt.iincd (hem. I objected 
that 1 should not be questioned with leference to these 
documents but my objection was overruled. I requested the 
enquiry officer that those documents lie placed on the re- 
cord but this was not done by him. My request for copies 
of those documents was turned down, I wanlcJ time to re- 
but those documents but I was not granted time to rebut 
them, fhs enquiry pioceedings arc correct excepting that 
some of my oial objections do not appear in it.” In my 
opinion, even though the bank did not intend to rely on 
any documentary evidence to prove the allegations against 
Srivasta'a!, there was nothing wrong on the part of the en- 
quiry officer in cross examining Srivastava with leference 
to the aforesaid two documents. One passage in his ap- 
plication was re.ad to him and he admitted it and then ho 
was given an opportunitv of submitting his explanation. The 
circular was shown (o him and he admitted that this cir 
cular was issued by the Organization of which he was the 
Slecrctary and then further questions on the circular were 


put to him. The Rank did not rely on these two docif- 
ments to prove the allegations against Srivastava but they 
were utilised by the cnquiiy officer m cioos examining Sii- 
vastava. What was stated in these documents tended to 
show that the defence of Siivastava was nut liui, and Ihe 
enquiry officer could use these two dociiiiients jii cross exa- 
mining him. The infciences that could possibly be drawn 
fiom what was stated in these two docuinents were put to 
Siivastava and he was given full opporUinity to give his 
explanation. These two documenUs must luve bjen siip- 
phed to the enquiry officer by the Bank and theie was no- 
thing objectionable in the enquiry olliccr ntili mg them m 
the maimer he utilisi’d them. The supp]> cl ,he copies ot 
these two documents to Srivastava bcfoie the commence- 
ment of the enquiry was not at all necess.'uy The enquny 
proceedings do not show that Srivastava or his reprcscnt.i- 
livc objected to the use of these documents by the enquiry 
officer in cross examining Sriv.i..lava, that a request was 
made that these documents be placed on the record and 
that copies of these documents be supplied and a,s cvciy 
page ot the proceedings was signed by Srivastava and his 
rcpicsentatlve, as admitted by c .vast.iva in his cross exa- 
mination. therefoic, 1 am not picpared to accept what was 
staled by Srivastava in this c mncction. ,Srivasttiva never 
moved an application tba. he may be given oppoitunity” 
"to rebut those documents" Having caiefuUy considered the 
matter, I am sati lied that thcie is no substance m the pica 
that the applicaition and the ciiciikir could not and should 
not have been uLihsid by the enquiry officer for the piii- 
posj for which they weic utilised by him. 

15. The enquiry commenced betoie the enquiry officer on 
13-1-71 and by 9-12-70 .SiivasUva had moved si voral ap- 
plic.ations that copies of certain documents be furnished to 
him and copies of some documents were furnished to 
him but his applications in respect of the rest were lejecled 
by the Chief Manager and Srhiistava'i repieseni alive con- 
tended that as copies of some documents were not furnish- 
ed to Srivastava. therefore, Srivastava was unable lo dcfcml 
himself properly. In my opinion, there is no substance in 
this complaint. The Bank was not bound to furnish copies 
of all the docura-nts. Srivastava could have requested the 
enquiry officer to sum on those documents Irom the Bonk 
but this was never done by him. No attempt was made 
to show that those documents were ically relevant ainl 
were material for the purposes of the defence and Srivas- 
tava was prejudiced as copies of those documents were nvit 
supplied to him. 

16. The next submission of Srivastava's rcprcscnlativc was 
lh.it the findings recorded by the enquiry officer were wrong 
.and perverse and the penalty imposed was very harsh. Re- 
lying on Section 11-A of the Indu.stri.al Disputes Act, as 
interpreted by the Supreme Court in Workmen v. Firestone 
Tyre & Rubber Co,, (1973) 3 Supreme Court Reports page 
587, he contended that the evidence adduced by Ihe parlies 
before Ihe enquiry officer should be re-examined and re-as- 
ses' eJ by this court and it should be held that the charge 
was not proved against Srivastava. In my opinion, the 
Bank’s representative has rightly contended that Section 11-A 
was not applicable in this case at nil. Section applies 
“Where an industrial dispute relating to the discharge or 
dismissal of a workman has been referred to a Labour 

Court. Tribunal or National Tribunal tor adjudication ” 

and as Srivastava was neither discharged nor dismissed, there- 
fore, it is evident that this section was not applicable in 
this case at all. When this section does not apply the settl- 
ed law is that the Industrial Tribunal cr I abour Court has 
no jurisdiction to sit in appeal over the decision of the em- 
ployer as an appeUato body, that interference in the decision 
of the employer vyill be justified only when the findings arriv- 
ed at in the enquiry are perverse or the management is guilty 
of victimization unfair labour practice or mala fide and that 
the punishment imposed by the employer cannot be interferr- 
ed with by the Tribunal except in cases where the punish- 
ment is so harsh as to suggest victimization. I cannot, there- 
fore re-examine and reassess the evidence and, in my opin- 
ion, it w^l be perverse to say that the findings recorded by 
the enquiry officer were perverse. All the evidence that was 
adduced before the enquiry officer was carefully considered 
by him and he has given good reasons for recording the 
findings recorded by him. There was enough evidence to 
enable the enquiry officer to hold that iho allegations against 
Srivastava were fuUy proved. It cannot be said by aay 
streatch of imagination that the findings recorded by the 
enquiry officer were perverse. The report of the enquiry offi- 
cer was carefully considered by the Chief Manager also and

' Jic agreed with his findings, Srivastava submitted wiitlen 
aigumcnla in 66 typed pages and the material questions rais- 
ed by him were considered by the Chiet' Manager and he 
came to the eonchision that the allegation-, against Siivastava 
were proved. 

17. Regulation 47(1). mtcraUti, provides that an em- 
ployee ol the bank who commits a bleach of discipline or 
IS guilty of any other act of nii,.onduct, shall be liable to 
the penalties provided in clauses (a) to tc). The tacts 
proved against Srivastava establi.hed that he cuiiirnitted a 
bleach ol discipline and was guiliy of a seiioiu act of mis- 
conduct and, thcicfore, any one of the penalties could be im- 
posed on him. The penalty provided m clause (e) is “dis- 
missal'' and that provided in clause (c) is '‘degradation to 
a lower post or giadc or to a lower stage in his incremental 
scale" and action under this claii-e was taken against Sri- 
vastava and reduction of his pay by 4 stages was ordered. 
This could be done and, having regard to the facts proved, 
it was, in my opinion, not possible to say that the punish- 
ment was so harsh as to suggest victimization. The question 
Of penally was carefully considered by the Chief Manager 
and also by the Deputy Governor. His previous record and 
ail the ext-nuating ciicumstances were taken into coniidera- 
tion by them and, in my opinion, it was impossible to say 
that the penally imposed v.as so haish as to sugge.st victimiza- 
tion. 

18. It waa contended by Sriv.astava’s representative that 
some other employees ot the Bank had committed more 
serious misconduct than Siivastava but no action wa.s taken 
against them as they wete members or tlio Reserve Bank 
ot India Employees Association which was recognised by 
the Bank and action was taken against Srivastava because 
he was the General Secretary of the Reserve Bank Workers 
Organization wh ch the Bank did not recognise. Ho further 
urged that Siivastava was in fact chargc.shccted at the ins- 
tance of some office bearers of Uie Association. An attempt 
was made to establish these allegations in ihe enquiry also 
but they were rejected by the enquiry officer and, in my 
opinion, rightly. 1’. R. Nangia became the Manager of the 
Kanpur bianch only on 15-3-70 and the misconduct was 
committed by Srivastava on 22nd lune 1970. Even if some 
of his predecessors, as was aliemntcd to be shown, were not 
strict in dealing with cases of misconduct, that does not mean 
that P. R. Nangia also should have been lenient and there 
is nothing to show that he ignored cases of misconduct and 
for the reasons alleged. There was no foice in the conten- 
tion that th’re was discriniinalion and. having regard to the 
entire evidence. I am satished that Srivastava wa.s neither vic- 
timised nor the action of the Bank in chargesheeting him 
and in imposing the penalty that was imposed on him was mala 
lidr. In the result I hold that the action of the Bank in in- 
flicting a pciiaUy of reduction of brivastava's pay by 4 stages 
wa-s Justified. 

19. As for the suspension of Srivastava pending enquiry, 
he could be suspended under Regulation 47 (4) by the oili- 
ccr empowered to pass the final older under the regulations, 

'I he fin.il Older against Siivastava could be passed 
bv the Ivl.ni. cti an 1 Ihcicfoie, he could suspend 
Srivastava. I see no substance In the plea taken in para 
25 of the Vifi'iPeii flatemcnt that as the hfanager was involv- 
ed in the incident and was the complainant, therefore, ho 
should not have passed the order of suspension. He had 
the authority to pass the older ot suspension and his order 
wa.s confirmed by the Chief Manager although such confirma- 
tion was not necessary. The mere fact that the Manager was 
the complainant did not disentitle him from passing the or- 
der of suspension. In para 21 it has been pleaded that the 
Manager should not have passed the order of suspension 
without obtaining rfie explanation of Si ivastava and holding 
preliminary enquiry but there was no force in this pica also. 
The Manager was the eye-witness of the entire incident and 
it was not at all necessary that before passing the order of 
suspension he should have obtained the explanation of Sri- 
vastava and held a preliminary enoiiiry. I am unable to ag- 
ree with the submission that susuension of Srivastava was 
not necessary. He could be dismissed for the misconduct 
committed by him and, in order to maintain discipline, the 
Manager, in my opinion, was right in suspending Srivastava 
pending the completion of the disciplinary proceedings. In 
para 29 of the W'rittcn statement it had been pleaded “That 
mspite of the repeated demands by the workman the manage- 
ment with the help of the Enquiry Officer lingered on the 
matter without any cause evidently to cause financial losses 
beside physical and mental tortures to tbo workman concern- 


ed With the dispute by way of continued siuspension for an 
indefinite period." The necessary facts in this connection 
have already been stated by me. 'I here was never any de- 
mand by Siivastava that the enquiry bo expedited, On the 
other hand, he himself was responsible for most of the delay 
in_ the conclusion of the enquiry. The enquiry oflicer sub- 
mitted his report on 30-3-71 and the show cause notice was 
Issued to Srivastava on 18-6-71 and, in my opinion, there 
was no inordinate delay in issuing the show cau.se notice. 
However, in my orinion, the suspciiiion of Srivastava after 
18-6-71 was not justified. On 18-6-71 the Chief Manager 
came to the conclusion that the penally of di.smissal should 
not be imposed and, therefore, I think he should have pass- 
ed an order on that date that Srivastava be reinstated. Sri- 
vastava was however, not leinst.ited till 9-7-71. Had the 
Chief Manager passed the order of reinstatement on 18-6-71, 
Siiv.isljva could have mined on 19-6-71 and 1 hold that the 
suspension of Srivastava for the period from 19-6-71 to 8-7- 
71 was not justified. 

20. In the lesult, my award is that the action of the Bank 
in inflicting the penalty that was inllicled on Srivastava was 
justilied and his suspension also iipto 18-6-71 was justified 
but his suspension for 20 days I c. from 19-6-71 to 8-7-71 was 
not justified and for these 20 days he should get all the emo- 
luments which he would have received had he joined his 
duties on 19-6-71, I leave the parties to bear their own costs.
